That this condition is in- 
herently and inevitably necessary 
‘we d6 not believe, but it has 
come to be a fact, and the public 
which is to pass on the matter in 
its final analysis ‘believes anything 
bad that anybody can tell it of 
the liquor business. Why? Let 
the leaders of the trade answer. 

“Yhere are billions of property 
involved, and an industry of 

ryreat employing and tax-paying

‘cide that the truth is being told 
about the alcoholic liquor trade, 
l the money value will not count,
